ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


District No. 1.—(Hopxinton VILLAGE.) 


Teacher, Mrs. H. M. Edmunds. The improvement in 
this school is more than to be praised; it is to be wonder- 
ed at. It extends to all classes, the lowest as well as the 
highest, and has been brought about by an amount of solid, 
hard work, which must have been a severe tax on the 
strength of the teacher. B. 


Disrricr No. 2.—(Emerson’s Hr.) 


Summer term, Miss Lizzie A. Fogg, teacher. A good 
degree of practical knowledge of the various branches 
seemed to be acquired, and much readiness was shown in 
geography and history. Fair but not special progress was 
made in penmanship. 

Fall term, same teacher. Reading classes show- 
ed good instruction. The progress in penman- 
ship was more gratifying than in the previous term, 
The proficiency in geography and in all exercises of the 
memory was quite marked, though less so in those requir- 
ing the employment of the reasoning powers. Careful at- 
tention was paid to proper position during the reading and 
other exercises. H,

District No. 3.—(HAtTrIELD. ) 


Miss S. Clara White, teacher for the year. A quiet but 
earnest teacher, who soon gained the love and respect of 
her pupils, and retained them to the close of the school. 
The order was good, and the instruction thorough and 
practical. This was as near a model school, as could be 
expected under our present system. K. 


District No. 4.—(SucGar HI11.) 


Spring term, Mrs. Delia A. Bohonan, teacher. Mrs. Bb. 
is too well known as a successful teacher, to need any com- 
mendation from us. The scholars seemed to appreciate her 
labors, and made it a profitable term. 


Fall term. Miss Kate J. Kimball, teacher. The 
school under Miss Kimball’s care sustained its for- 
mer good reputation; and we think the district can feel 
that its money was well expended. K. 


District No. 5.—(Sours Roap.) 


Summer and winter terms, taught by Bessie A. Barnard 
of Weare. Miss B. possesses the faculty of governing a 
school well without much show of authority. The oder 
was good, and the progress in the several branches of 
study pursued, all that could be expected. 


District No. 6.—(JEwerr Roap.) 


Both terms taught by Miss Ella A. Tilton; her second 
year in this school in which she acquitted herself so satis- 
factorily, as to create an earnest desire on the part of the 
parents in the district, to secure her further services. 
Steady, practical work for every day, was the rule; and 
the results, creditable alike to teacher and pupils. Map- 
drawing added to the interest in geography. B. 


District No. 7.—(Main Roan.) 


Miss J. Stella Holmes, teacher for the three terms. In 
spite of interruptions caused by sickness, good progress 
was made in this school. Noticeable features were the 
rapid advance of a class of beginners in arithmetic, and the 
thoroughness of the highest class in all its studies. B 


District No. 8—(Brecu HI.) 


Teacher for the year, Miss Eva Burnham. ‘There has 
been a degree of zeal and enthusiasm among the pupils of 
this school, which is very rarely seen; and is as pleasant 
to look at, as it is valuable as an aid to progress. Oral 
teaching on general topics, added much to the interest. 
Such bright children deserve a better school-house. __ B. 


District No. 9.—( TYLEr’s. ) 


Miss Mattie B. Kimball, teacher. There was a unity of 
purpose and action between teacher and pupils in 
this school, which made it unusually interesting and 
successful. The pupils were mostly of the more ad- 
vanced class, and good work was done in arithmetic, alge- 
bra, grammar and physical geography. B 


Disrricr No. 10.—(Conroocook. ) 


Miss Clara I. Gould, teacher each term. The repeated 
engagement of Miss Gould as teacher for this school, and 
the absence of all complaint shows her acceptableness. to 
the district. She is never severe and is careful not. to 
break the affection of her pupils. The requirements of 
a school of this size at the present day are great, and we 
are glad to feel that they have been so fully met in this 
case. The winter term was closed for a period on ac- 
count of sickness. H. 
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District No. 11.—(CLEMENT’s HI.) 


Summer term, Miss Maud M. Melvin, teacher, We think 
Miss Melvin did the best she could, but this being one of 
our most advanced schools she was too immature, and, from 
recent illness not sufficiently strong and energetic in body 
to meet its requirements. The school was also much bro- 
ken up by measles, and, though we would attach no blame 
to the teacher, the term seemed to be of little benefit. 


Winter term, Frank P. Annis, teacher. The school ap- 
peared in every way a very successful and profitable one. 
The promptness and proficiency shown were gratifying 
and the introduction of some new general exercises, added 
much to the interest of the examination. H. 


District No. 12.—(STUMPFIELD.) 


Spring term, Miss Clara Straw, teacher It is impossible 
to create much enthusiasm in a school of only three schol- 
ars; but we are glad to be able to report a good degree of 
interest manifested by the three boys in this school. The 
fall term was taught by Miss ———-Whittemore. The 
school closed unexpectedly on account of the illness of the ~ 
teacher. Consequently, we have no means of reporting its 
condition. 


Winter term, taught by Miss Kate J. Kimball, with 
her usual good success. Miss Kimball makes reading 
a specialty in her schools, and is very successful. In the 
other studies good progress was made. K 


District No. 13.—(Putxey’s HILL) 

Summer term, Miss Helen Colby, teacher. ‘This district 
was fortunate in securing the services of Miss Colby as 
teacher. She is one of our most experienced teachers, and 
feels at home in the school room. The order was good, and 
the examination showed that good work had been done by 
both teacher and scholars, 
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Winter term, Mr. Frank M. Sargent of Warner, 
teacher, This was Mr. Sargent’s first school. He was 
well qualified to teach, and fair progress was made 
in the studies pursued; but the order was not such as to 
admit of the best results.

She hasa quiet and earnest way and 
should feel encouraged to acquire that freedom and ver- 
satility in teaching which experience alone can add. Schol- 
ars in this.scheol ought particularly to be trained in utter- 
ance and pronunciation. For this purpose we would re- 
commend this and other schools to have special exercises 
in the sounds of the letters, instead of the simple reading 
to which they have been largely accustomed. H. 


District No. 18.—( BuswEL.’s Corner.) 

One term, Miss Arvilla A. Hardy, teacher. We were 
able to make but one visit, but this was sufficient to satisfy 
us that the school would be an eminently satisfactory one, 
That it proved so was confirmed by answers to inquiries 
made after the close. Miss Hardy has a natural aptness 
for the work of the school-room, and this has been advanta- 
geously supplemented by training received at the New 
Hampshire Normal school, R,

Miss Helen M. Lowe, teacher both terms. ‘The school 
was favorably spoken of by those living in the neighbor- 
hood, and the scholars showed a willingness to do what was 
required of them in school. Their efforts in the recitation 
of pieces were quite commendable, and good selections 
were made. ‘The scholars were fairly studious, but we could 
not help feeling that most of them would have borne with 
advantage a more vigorous leading and discipline. H.

Miss H. Paulina Heath, teacher each term. The Com- 
mittee made visits during the sessions of the school, but 
did not receive notification so as to be present at any of 
the closing exercises. The school seemed much attached 
to the teacher, and good order and discipline were maintain- 
ed. Interesting historical exercises were introduced apart 
from text-books. ‘The duties of the school at all times 
during-school hours, received .the first attention of the pu- 
pils: The last term was cut short on account of the sick- 
ness which had been prevalent in the village.

District No. 24.—( FARRINGTON CORNER. )

three teachers. The first left after a few days on account 
of sickness, and the second for reasons not made known to 
the Committee.

In submitting to you our annual report of the condition 
of the schools of this town, we are glad to be able to state 
that, although they have not been all that could be desired, 
the condition of the most of them has been very satisfac- 
tory. With a few exceptions, the teachers have been well 
qualified, and faithful in the discharge of their duties ; and 
the scholars have shown a disposition to improve opportu- 
nities afforded them. 

Teachers would confer a favor on the Committee and 
save much needless trouble, if they would be more careful 
in filling out their registers. But very few are perfect. 
Your attention is called to the following list of books, 
which have been adopted for use in the schools in this 
town: The Franklin series of readers, Swinton’s speller, 
Wells’ grammar, Swinton’s geographies, Robinson's shorter 
course in arithmetic, Higginson’s young folks’ history, 
Meservey’s book keeping and Duntonion writing book.
